Prohibition’s effect upon the 
young people of the United States 
was described as “terrible” by Sir 
Arthur Balfour when he gave 


evidence before the Royal Commis- |. 


aion on Licensing. 
"Before prohibition,” Sir Arthur 


auld, “girla never took drink, to-[- 


day they take drink, whenever they 
ean get hold of it: : 

“They expect young mén to bring 
drink whenever they take them 
out. And the young men do. 

“In 1896, when I was in the 
States for the first time, young 
men aimply would not go out with 
n girl. who drank. Nowadnys, 
unless the young man can bring 
drink, the girl will not go out with 
him.” ; 

Sir Arthur sald that the terms 
of reference appeared to empower 
the Comminsion to recommend 
prohibition and he was describing 
conditions in America in order to 
prevent such a thing happening 
here, 

Parents Appalied. 


Sir Arthar, who received hia 
business training. in America, and 
haa vinited that country 40 times, 
anid the parents had told him that 
they were appalled at the condi- 
tlens under which their children 
were being brought up, 

“Conditiony in the States are 
setting worse,” he added, 

Mr. Jones, a member of the Com- 
mission: If it fa so easy to yet 
drink in America why do people 
go to Canada to get it Because 
the quality Is better, the price is 
less, and the risk is less. 

The Hyuor consumed in the 
United States was the worst staff 
that people could drink. From 
time to time it had caused blind- 
neas and then death. The price 
of drink was exorbitant, and jt 
was all bad stuff. 

The Rev. Henry Carter: Why 
did the women vole dry ?--For 
sentimental rearons, 

Sir Arthur described the cock- 
tail habit, as “rotten.” 

“Bat.” he said, °L think it is 
dying out mnd T still belleve that 
the area where It is practised iw 
more restricted than you would 
think.” 

Sir Arthur K. Yapp. who next 

gave evidenee, sald he had endea- 
youred to find out the causes of 
drinking to excess. He suggested, 
among others, awank and the 
desire to appear as oa man, the 
cocktail habit, treating, too many 
public houses, clubs, and the con- 
ditions under which people live 
and work. 
_He considered that drinking to 
excess might be prevented by the 
erection in crowded districts of 
people’s inatitutes, some to be run 
on .total’ abstinence Hnes and 
others providing very light beer 
and wine, all being equipped with 
billiard roams, gymnastia, cinemas, 
swimming baths, rending rooms 
and club rooms. 

Referring to America Slr Arthur 
said: ‘We hear of the debauchery 
of the young people in the United 
States. [ do not think that facts 
bear that out in the slightest de- 
gree. You have got a minority in 
America ag we have here, of gay 
young people. They are heard 
all over the place. It would be ari 
eyeopener if swe could ge. all the 
facts of Prohibition fn its present 
form. :

EUSTON SMASH. 


EXCESSIVE SPEED THE CAUSE 


Excessive speed down the 
gradient approaching Euston, states 
Colonel A, C. Trench, in a report to 
the Minister of Transport, was the 
cnuse of the accident at Euston 
(L.M.3.) Station on September 1, 
when the “Night Scot” from 
Glasgow, on entering No. 1 arrival 
platform, came into collision with 
the hydraulic buffer stops. 

The train, Colonel Trench said, 
was a Very henvy one, and, owing 
to its length, required the leading 
engine to draw right up to the 
buffer stops. The main respon- 
sibility for the accident must rest 
upon Driver Glover in charge of 
the pilot engine. It appeared that 
Driver. Jeffy on the train engine 
also seriously underestimated tho 
speed when approaching Euston. 
It was to some extent on error of 
judgment on his part that he did 
not apprecinte the excessive speed 
and take the initlative by a moro 
powerful brake application at an 
earlier moment.

AN UNTIMELY SPEECH. 


Mr. Winston Churehill appears 
to he building up a reputation as 
Britain’s most irresponsible and 
mischievous politician. 
the first time in recent times has 
he “rushed in where angels fear 
to tread" by delivering himself df 


sentiments in connexion with the’ 


Indian Round Table Conference 
‘which are no credit to himself or 
to the Party to which he belongr. 
One would have > imagined 
the dictates of common prudence 
would have prevented any man 
who lays claim to being n states- 
man from saying the least thing 
which, would belittle the Confer- 
ence in the cyes of Indiana at a 
moment when the hopes of success 
are far greater than had been 
antieipated. Even if that con- 
alderation does not weigh with 
Mr. Churchill it might have been 
reasonably hoped that he would 
commit himsclf to no titterance 
likely to create an awkward situa- 
tlon for the members of his own 
Party who form part: of the Con- 
ference now sitting® 

What suseful purpose Mr. 
Churchi!l imagines he is ser¢ing 
when he talka of the Conference 
having no power to frame a Con- 
stitution, and says that no agree- 
ment reached will be morally or 
lygally binding on Parliament, we 
cannot imagine. Ho must know 
perfectly well that no-one for a 
moment suggests that the Round 
Table Conference possesses legis- 
lative powers, and that any deci- 
sion arvived at must be passed by 
Parliament before it becomes Inw. 


| On the other hand, it does not re- 


aulre much prescience to realise 
that n grave responsibility would 


'}rest upon any Parlinment, how- 


-ever it is constituted, if it rejected 
a plan which - had ‘won the ap- 
proval-of the thoroughly, repre- 
sontative body now considering 
India’s problems. We can con- 
ceive no more’ effective means of 
encouraging ‘Indian extremism 
than to suggest, as. Mr. Churchill 
does, that tho deliberations of tha 
Conference really count for. no- 
thing at all. What is even worse 
fa his implication, in -the worda 
“we shall bo free to halt and re- 
tract our steps,” that {f the’ pre- 
sont Parliament should endorac 
tho findings of the Conference, o 
Conservative..Government might 
upsct the whole agreement. ‘We 
cannot for n moment bolieve this 
represerits ‘the offein! © Party 
viow, or that the Conservatives

Seemingly, he in an apostle of re- 
pression in its everest form-—the 
type of outlook which creates 
fresh troubles rather than smooth. 
ing the way to agreement. The 
Round Table‘ Conference so far 
has made. _amazingly good pro- 
gresa, thanks to a very obvious 
and earnest desire on the part of 
all the delegates to work for o 
united India. If they succeed in 
their task, they will have written 
one of the brightest chapters in 
the history of the Empire and 
have solved a problem which has 
hitherto dofied solution. Keeping 
that point in mind, it passes com- 
prehension that a man of Mr. 
Churchill's experience should x0 
out of his way to cnat reflections 
on the Conference and belittle its 
efforts.

The Railway Problem. 


These are critical days for Bri- 
tish railways. Intensified road 
competition is cuttirig further into 
freight losses caused by the in- 
dustrial depression and passenger 
receipts are also’ falling below 
average. Without « doubt, in 
these circumstances, a very good 
case cun be made out for some 
relief in labour costs. The wages 
dill to-day [8 approximately 
£116,000,000 or two and no half 
times the figure in 1913. The 
statistics presented on behalf of 
the companies reveal that railway 
workers have enjoyed a much 
greater rise than Average em- 
ployees in other industries and 
trades, The approach to this pro- 
blem, however, demanded care 
and tact and the proposals sub- 
mitted by the Managers show 
signs of neither. It would seem 
that the. companies deliberately 
made demands which the Unions 
wore bound to refuse in order to 
pave the way for a compromise 
of a less drastic nature. It wae 
poor, strategy and the Unions have 
countered in the only possible way, 
a demand for increnses! Fer- 
tunately there is room for conci- 
liation. The machinery in opera- 
tion. to prevent a stoppage on rail- 
ways is very extensive and forms 
n formidable bulwark against 
hasty or if!-consldered action. 
The two sides are expected to come 
to grips for the first timo next

that would make the “utmost 

towers of Ilium” look like pimples 
on the earth’s surface, | 

Five yeara ago a stranger paus- 

ing up the harbour would gaze 


with astonishment at the group of |’ 


mighty buildings rising — so 
atrangely on the tip of Man- 
hattan ond then he would 
be -consclous of a sudden 
cession of wonder an. tho 
upper reaches of the {sland pre- 
sented—except for na few build- 
ings—the normal appearance of 4 
growing city. * 

To-day. .all) is changed. Sky 
scraper towers are 80 thick 
masacd round midtown New Yark 
thant those on lower Broadway ure 
fast losing-their unique exotic 
character. The. modern Bky- 
seraper is pushing its way higher 
and higher up--the island and, 
jumping over Enat River, rises 
again in Brooklyn. ° 

The wonders of the ane 
world cannot vie with theac al:- 
phontine structures, which are in-

their office neighbours, 

I will not dwell on the beauty 
of this modernity, preferring to 
tell the epic of labour that Hes in 
its conatruction.

One, for example, has a tennis 
court, a miniature golf course, 4 
croquet lawn, intermingling with 
flower-beds -and hedges. Trees, 
from twelve to sixteen feet high, 
ure planted judiciously here and 
there, while a brook runs through 
green Inwn and ‘pigeons gather 
on the low walls. Far below the 
city’s roar rises ever so faintly. 

But the offico buildings and not 
the “apartment houses” give New 
York its unique — architectural 
grandeur, And one of the most 
amazing features of modern steel 
construction {s the rapidity with 
which theae “cities” within a city 
are built. The Empire State 
bailding, the greatest of them all, 
is due for occupation just fifteen 
months after the old Waldorf As- 
torin Hotel, on' the site of which 
rises the new monster, was hand- 
ed over to the house-breakers, The 
old Singer Building of 41 storeys 
held the world’s attention for five 
years, until the Woolworth, 60 
storeys, soared jnto pre-eminence. 
The Woolworth remained the 
world’s tallest building for seven- 
teen years, Yet, although it is 
less than three years since tho 
Bank of Manhattan, 65-- -storeys, 
and the Chrysler Building, 68 
storeys, loomed above the clouds, 
they are alrendy outstripped by 
the Empire, 85 storeys. ; 

Some say that the limit is 
reached, because floor space at 
these high altitudes cannot be Ict 
profitably. The Empire will be 
1,248 fect high, and the American 
Institute of Steel Construction has 
set 2,000 feet os the limit for a 
skyscraper. © are ;

At the penk of construction 
some 3,000 men representing 30. 
trades are engaged on these four-

pire I read 384 brick tnbourors 
(hodmen), 328 archIabourers, 290 
bricklayars, 286 steel workers, 225 
carpenters, 192 plumbers, 107 der- 
tick men, and 106 electricians.

Thoy have put ‘into the build- 
Ing 10,000,000 bricks, 2,000,000 
feet of electric wiring, 75 miles of ° 
water maing, 200,000 cubic feet of 
stone, and 60,000 tons of steel. 

Sixty-five lifts are in operation 
to the various floors, engaged in 
carrying every bit of material 
except the ateel jirders, which are 
hoisted up on. the outside. The 
stecl_ girders come straight from 
the Pittsburgh furnaces and are 
in placo 88 hours after they have 
emergad white-hot from the firés. 
The master-link steel column, 
about five fect square, supporta: a 
welght of 6,000 tons, and ‘other 
columns carry from 4,000 to 4,600

Each floor ts a mininture work 
shop, equipped with {its own rafl- 
way, along which the trucks carry 
materiala;—with-turning--tables~at 
key points for the ready -handling 
of everything. Some floors are 
Hea ioe electric cablés and 
stecl pipes the veins-and arterica 
of the building, . 

In these daya work never halts 
for weather, except that heavy rain

INGENIOUS LIGHT 
REFLECTION. 


An untisual metal silent cop, 
which reflects motor headlights 
iito cross streets, instead of back 
towards the source of Hight, has 
been -brought from the U.S.A. by 
Mra, J. A. Wilson. 

This trafic dome is Inbelled the 
"Copalite Lookout,” is made of 
enst fron, hug n diameter of 12 
inches, and ig three inches above 
the roadway when set. 

A, central screw secures it. to 
the rond, and each of ite‘four feet 


are sunk into the road surface for 


about an inch, ‘ 
On ench of four flat sides it has 
au strip of stipilite glass, coloured 
red, allyer backed, and comented 
Jinto the fron dome: This glasa 
has unusual reflecting qualitica, 
due to ita innumerable facets, 
When: placed at an intersection 
it ig set-so that-the glass refloc- 
tora face the corners of the inter- 
sections, Instead of the centre of 
tho trafic route. Tho result is 
tha. headlights shining on the 
glnsses aro not roflocted back 
upon themsolves, but send a warn- 
ing down tho cross-streets to loft 


and right of the approaching car. | 


The warning glow is very dis- 
tinct when seon from an nnglo of 
90 degrees from tho source of 
light.

DIESEL ENGINE PRINCIPLES. 


How They Differ from‘a “Gas” Engine: 
Heat Combustion. 


Aa a result of its ever-widening 
field of application in both marine 
and commercial service the dicsel 
tngine has‘at last emerged from 
its state of limited recognition 
and has finally gained the full 
public recognition which has long 
been its duc. But in spite of its 
present day position in the public 
consciousness, the diesel engine 
atill remains somewhat of 4 
mystery to the avernge man, 

In, 1898 the diesel engine was in- 
troduced “Into the United States 
by Adolphtts Busch who completed 
the first American diesel engine 
in his St. Louis plant, according to 
Mr, James R. Browne In “Power 
Boating.” Since that time the 
diesel engine hus become wide- 
ly used and extremely popular in 
a large varicty of uses, and it is 
safe to predict that its ultimate 
sphere of usefulness will embrace 
almost every concelvable power 
tse, including automobiles, motor 
boats, and alreraft. 

Since most of us are nlrendy, 
familiar with the modern gasoline 
engine, it might be advisable to 
frat point, out the similitrities and 
differences between this  dicsel 
cngine nnd the = gasoline engine. 
The diesel engine .has the follow- 
Ing points of similarity with tha 
ithagline engine: 

1% Both are internal combustion

2.. Both derive thelr power from 
2 tho compression and ignition 
of a combustible mixture. 
Tho diesel engine and the 
gasoliny engine are alike in 
gencral appearance, : 

Both employ the same baste 
mechanical parts —~ namely, 
cylinders, © pistons, crank- 
shaft, ernnkcnss, flywheel, 
camshaft, valves, etc., which 
function in tho same general 
manner in both typo of en- 
ginos. 


How They Differ. 


The diesel engine differs from 
he gasoline ongine in the follow-

Points: 


1. Instead of using on light, 
highly volatile fuel, such as 
gasoline, the diesel  en- 
ine employs a much heavier, 
less costly fucl—fuel oil. 

. It employs no carburettor to 
mix this fuel with the cor- 
rect proportions of air to 
obtain the explosive mixture. 

3. The fuel is injected into the 
combustion chamber in the 
form of a vapor Instead of 
being sucked into the com- 
bustion chamber in the form 
of a gas. : 

.' Combustion in the diesel en- 
gine ia accomplished by the 
heat of compression, instcad 
of by an electric spark np in 
the gasoline engine. 

The. principle of operation of 
the diesel engine might be brietly 
summarized as follows: “Air is 
compressed within a cylinder until 
p temperature ig reached that Is 
auMfeiently hign te ignite o charge 
of fuel ofl, at which point the 
interal combustion occurs.” 

When air Js compressed, heat js 
gencrated, raising the temperature 
of’tho alr. This Is exactly: what 
happens when the piston travels 
upward and compresses, the abr. 
Let'us suppose that we drew in 
oursair at atmospheric pressure, 
or 14,7 pounds per ‘square jnch, 
and at a room temperature of 60 
degrees Fahr. In compressing 
this to a pressuro’ of, say, 260 
rounds per square inches, we have 
accordingly raised its temperature

guMclently, high to ignite a charge 
of fuel ofl.”

At the bottom: of the expansion 
stroke, the gayes of combustion 
having performed thelr work, havo 
no more usefulness and must now 
be disposed of, This is accom- 
plished by forcing them out of the 
cylinder by tha next stroke of the 
Juston, ; 

The exhaust valves of tho multi- 
cylinder engines open into a com- 
mon pipe or manitold which may 
be led to the point where it is 
most convenient to allow the ex- 
hauat gases to escape Into the air. 

Tho ofl is admitted’ to the cylin- 
der by injecting the fuel oil under 
pressure through o spray valve 
and nozzle, located in the head, In 
passing through the nozzle under 
pressuro the fuel oil is vaporized 
or transformed into o spray, tho 
operation being timed to occur at 
the proper polnt in the cycle and 
during the correct space of time. 
Tho spray valve body forms a sort 
of well in which the fuel ofl stands, 
under high pressure, ready for the 
lifting of the spindie. This is ac- 
‘complished by a cam motion simi- 
lor to that which. operates the In- 
set and oxhaust valves.

Diesel engines are started up by

Eight arrests. - 

Hatless young men from King’s 
College Univoraity Colloge ‘and 
Imperial College marched to 
Torrington-rquare, Bloomsbury, 
shortly before nine o'clock. ’ 


At the Lamp-post. 


A “council of war” was held 
between the ringleaders, and soon” 
the air was full of “whizz-bonga,” 
squibs, and Jumping — crackors. 
Rockets howled skywards abov 
the din of oxplostons, ; 

A dozen shouting — undor- 
graduates dragged the efflay of a 
distinguished university dignitary 
to a street Jamp-post at the corner 
of British .Museum-avenuo and 
Keppel-street, and amid cheers it 
was ‘hoisted to the lamp and lashed 
there. . : 

“Make way, make way,” yelled o 
thousnnd voices, and a huge barre] 
full of petrol-sonked atraw was 
trundled to the foot of the lamp.

STORY. 


UP AT 4 AM, DAILY TO GO 
TO WORK. 


LEFT MILLIONS. 


Tho extraordinary life of ‘the 
Inte Sir David Yule, onc of | the 
wealthfest persons in-the British 
Empire, was’ described in the 
King's Bench Division recently. 


Mr, Justice Rowlatt was asked 
to determine what domicile Sir 
David had at the time of his denth 
in’ 1928, The Attorney-General 
said it was in England; but the 
widow conlended that [t was in 
India, 


Mr, Wilfrid Greene, for 
widow, anid that despite hia im- 
mense welth Sir David waa ap- 
mrentiy unknown ottside Indin. 
n 191f he was not known person- 
ully to the Viceroy, It seemed as 
if he entirely cut himself off from 
Europenn society and practically 
all his friends were Indians, 


He was born at Edinburgh — in 
1858 and at the age of 17 he went 
to the Calcutta ofee of Messra. 
Andrew ‘Yale and = Company, in 
which two of his uncles were part- 
hers. On ws visit to England in 
1883 he met his future wife, who 
was then nine, 


Bought a King’s Residence. 


On his return to India he threw 
himself with vigour into the busi- 
peas of his firm and built wp the 
foundation of a bly fortune, In 
1900 he came to England — again 
ond marricd his cousin. He told 
his bride that Indian was to be thelr 
permanent home, 


In Calcutta he bought 
former residence of the King 
Oudh, cae 


On the first morning they were 
in Calentta Sir David got up at 4 
am, and went to hla offtee, He 
returned (o luneh, weat back to 
the oflice, where he stayed until 
Jate at night. That apparently 
was his habit,

“Tt waa an appalling prospect,” 
anid Mr. Greene, “for that was 
not the sort of thing Lady Yule 
had anticipated. She was’ taken 
very ill with malaria and returned 
to England. 


Flat Over His Office. 


Sir David never entertuined, 
and when the firm had a new 
building in Calcutta he had a flat 
built for himself over the office. 
When he was made a knight at the 
Delhi Durbar and was presented 
to the King, he was holding the 
hands of some young Indians-— 
members of a family to which he 
was devotedly attached.

LORD GLENARTHUR. 
CAUSES OF HIS INSOLVENCY. 


Lord Glenarthur of Carhing, of 
Pont-street, W. was publicly 
examined in relation to his affuirs 
nt the London Bankruptcy Court. 
He failed last June, and has filed 
accounts showing total linbilitics 
of £63,466 and a deficiency’ of 
£52,891. 

Lord Glenarthur stated that he 
served durlng the war and was 
demobilised in 10919, after which 
he dealt in motor-cars and acted 
as director of public companies, 
Until 1927 he wns in receipt of an 
nllowance of nearly £2,000 a year 
from his father, and ho attribut- 
ed his insolvency to having lived 
beyond his income, to heavy in- 
terest on borrowed money, to the 
loss of £1,600 invested In n com- 


“pany, and to [l-health, which pre- 


vented him from obtaining em- 
ployment. a 

Lord Glenarthur agreed that the 
failure was really duc to extra- 
vagnnee. Since June, 1927, -he 
had incrensed ‘his deficiency, but 
since January, 1929, he had effect- 
ed economies. He then expected 
to receive a substantial amount 
ander the will of his father, who 
died in 1928.

The Sub-Committee's conclusions 
ure that the component elements 
should bo the federating provinces 
of British India and such Indian 
States or groups of States as -may 
enter the federation, provision be- 
ing made for the subsequent entry 
of such further States or groups as 
agree to enter. So far as British 
India {s concerned, the federating 
organiam will be neither the 
Government of British India 
aa it exists ‘at present nor 
nutonomous provinces reteased from 
the central tic. 


Crention of Npw State. 


The procera of federation ‘viH in. 
volve the creation of a new State 
deriving ita powers in part from the 
powers which the States will agree 
to coneede to the Crown, to be 
placed under the disposal of the new 
federation, and in part from the 
transfer to it of necessary powers 
of the Central Indian Government 
and of the Provincial Governments, 


The Federal Legislature should 
consist of two Chambers, each con- 
taining representatives of both Bri. 
tish India and the States. The 
method by which the States’ repre- 
sentatives should be chosen will be 
a matter for the States themselves. 
‘f.and so Jong as there are any re 
served subjects, it will be necessary 
for the Crown to be represented In 
both Chambers. Differences be- 
tiveen the two Chambers might be 
determined either at a joint session 
or by other means the machinery 
to be discussed later. 


Powers of Logisinture. 


The final section of the report 
deals with the powers of the Fede. 
ral Legislature and a Hat of 45 sub- 
jects provisionally recommended as 
federal subjects is appended to the 
report. The list has been prepared 
on the assumption that the Federal 
Legislature will be 
powers of legislation on all the sub. 
jects included. 


The inclusion of certain subjects, 
for example, defence and external 
affairs, was. not specifically consi- 
dered, since they raise the question’ 
of the relations between the Ex- 
ecutive in India und the Crown. The 
Committee recommend some con- 
atitutional procedure for additlona, 
from time to time, to the st of 
federal subjects. 

{t is pointed out in relation to 
feilerul subjecta that a distinction 
ix to be drawn between policy and 
icgislation,: on the one hand, and 
administration on . the other, 
and in oan) Appendix contain. 
ing the Hst of proposed federal 
subjects, qualifications on these 
lines are made in several in. 
stances, 


Minimum of Disturbance." 


“For a variety of reasons, there 
are cases in which the States may 
desire to retain, in mattera where. 
in. they agree that control of 
pollcy Bhat! be federal, most © of 
the adminitrative powers which 
they now exercise, but in so far 
aa they continue to exercise those 
powers they wi'! do so in’ con. 
formity with a policy jointly de- 
termined: and with regulations 
Jointly formulated. Provided the 
conditions for harmonious evolu- 
tion are established, it is an’ ad- 
vantage that there be a minimum 
of disturbance in the practical 
arrangements which already 
operate. The precise determina- 
tion of the functions of tho 
Federal and State Governments 
respectively in these spheros wil) 
be a matter for settlement, in 
reapect of eath subject, by 
negotiation. Tho Sub-Committee 
are strongly of the opinion there 
should be only a alngle Legislature 
to deal with Federal subjects 
proper, and with any subjects 
fae at present be cither

‘Street Sleepers. 


[To The Editor of Hongkon 
Telegraph} . 


Sir,—As long'ngo as Decembor 
1928, a meoting was hold at Govern. 
ment House to discuss, among other 
things, means whoreby the poor 
atrect sleepers might be better 
sheltered from the wintry weathor 
und might hnve a cover under 
‘which to sleop. Among those pre- 
sont at that meeting were Mrs. 
Southorn and Mra. Creasy, and-it 
wig then decided to refer tho 
matter to the Chairman of tho 
Tung Wa Hospital, the Rev. Mr. 
Halward undertaking to place all 
his knowledge of tho matter be- 
fore the Committee of the Tung 
Wa Hospital, when required. It 
was further decided to reserve 
$600 from a fund to be used when 
a workable scheme waa formulated 
to cure this distressing problem. 
Since then nothing more wna heard 
obout this matter, and though the 
census taken by. members of the 
St. Peter’s Church Young Men's 
Club a few years ago showed a 
huge figure of street sleepers, so 
far nothing has been- done to 
better their conditions. It would 
be interesting to know what docs 
the Tung Wa Hospital ‘propose to 
do for these unfortunate people 
who are compelled through 
poverty to seck thelr rest in the 
open afr through the biting wintry 
wenther. 

There aro various institutions 
in the Colony to minister to the 
needs of the poor, but not one of 
these has come forward to iproffer 
nid to the street sleepers. Can it 


be that the street sleepers do not 
suffer from 


aympathy ? 
aa much discrimination as In- 
dividuals. Why enter for one 
class of the poor and neglect the 
other class? Do they not both 
require help from those who are 
supposed to look after them? ~ Why 
must there be investigationa, ete, 
when it fa as plain as the Neht of 
day that these poor street sleepers 
do suffer from cold? Must there 
be a few deaths before any action 
can be taken to improve matters? 
Let us hope not! Lest the Tung 
Wa Hospital forget these poor 
fellows, let the public remind it 
of its duty, and do not rest until 
oe duty is performed.—Yours, 
ete., :

MIXTURE OF CARBON 
DIOXIDE AND OXYGEN USED. 


New York, Nov. 11. 

Mr. Mutthew Sloan, President 
of the New York Edison Company, 
has described experiments conduct- 
ed. by Dr. Yandell Uenderson, of 
Yale University, in treating cases 
of .pnenmonin with a* mixture of 
earbon dioxide and oxygen, the 
success of which, he states, war- 
rnnta his laying the facta before 
the medical profession and the 
public, 

Of 127 cases treated by inhala- 
tions of the combined yxases, Mr. 
Slonn states, 42 were beyond aid 
when the attempts were made, and 
of the remaining 86 critical cases 
1&6 were cured. It was conceded 
that the experimenta. were too 
limited to make definite conclusions 
possible, but those who co-operated 
in them felt that sufficient had been 
accomplished to present the theory 
in the hope that other physicians 
would make tests and report = re- 
sults. |

sprung to light as identifiable direct. 
ly the photographs were suMelently 
enlarged, The experts, they claimed, 
were then able to “interpret” the 
photographs with absolute clarity! 
Or the Court might have gone out in 
a launeh and viewed the Jandseape for 
themaclvest Under the direction of 
one lef the surveyors beautiful 
corruborative panoramic views of the 
constline bad been obtained from the 
same marine viewpoint! 

The St. Albans, finding thé Crawn 
City in her wrong water, reversed and 
dropped her starboard anchor, and 
did all that was humanly possible to 
avqid the collision, The photographs 
even showed the wake of her 
reversing! The Grown City acted 
on the mistaken aasumption that what 
she had to do was to keep course and 
speed,

10 at 4.00 pm. at the 
Club, Shanghai. .
